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Will Alberta Coal Go East? 


The plea of Alberta coal interests to the 
Rowell commission that something ought to be 
done toward increasing the consumption of 
Canadian coal and of keeping out United States 
coal has its roots back in Canada’s system of 
protecting certain industries by means of the 
tariff. The man who presented the coal brief 
made the point that about $45,000,000 went out 
of Canada each year to pay for American coal, 
He argues that if this amount were kept in 
Canada and spent on Canadian coal Canadians 
would be much better off. 


— 


The thing is not as simple as that. Canada had 
to pay the Americans for the coal. Somewhere 
or other Canadians sold $45,000,000 worth of 
goods to pay for the coal. In other words Can- 
adian goods to the extent of $45,000,000 were in- 
volved in the deal. We assume that at best only 
a small part of the coal bought by Canadians in 
the United States was paid for with gold, 

But the Alberta plea shows something else. 
It was argued by the coal people that since 
eastern Canadian industries received tariff pro- 
tection they should make some contribution to 
their western fellow countrymen to help pur- 
chase their goods (eastern goods). 

It appears be conceded that western 
Canada cannot compete on the eastern market 
against American coal. The suggestion is that 
} the eastern manufacturers should be willing to 
pay a little more for Canadian coal or that the 
| Dominion government should bonus the rail- 
ways to carry western coal east at a price that 
would enable it to compete against American 
coal.

The tonsils are lymphoid structures which 
are easily seen by opening the mouth and saying 
“Ah.” These small, pink, bean-shaped masses 
lie on either side of the soft palate and should 
remain perfectly healthy throughout life. 

Every infant is born with a pair of sound, 
normal tonsils and if right habits of living were 
observed, diseased and enlarged tonsils would be 
very raw. In childhood the tonsils are much 
larger than later and it is likely that they do 
their most important work during the growing 
period. The tonsils are a part of the defense 
system of the body, and apparently are placed in 
the throat for a definite purpose, their chief 
work being to combat infection through their 
filtering activity. 

When it is necessary for the tonsil to screen 

out an excessive quantity of waste material, it 
will respond by enlarging its working capacity 
which entails a corresponding increase in size. 
The tonsil which is enlarged is by no means a 
diseased tonsil and many surgeons recognizing 
this fact now advise that the enlarged tonsil 
should be left in the throat. 
- Enlargement merely means that the tonsil 
has grown to larger size in an attempt to meet 
an existing emergency. This enlarged tonsil is 
usually more easily returned to normal than 
the tonsil which is definitely “sick” and which 
shows it by discharging pus. 

The most common cause of either enlarge- 
ment or disease of the tonsil is incorrect diet. 
The child who is fed on an excess of starches 

| and sugars to the exclusion of other kinds of 
| 
| 
| 


food such as meat and vegetables, is the child 
most likely to have tonsil difficulties. The prim- 
ary cause of sick tonsils is a systemic cause, a 
cause arising from the toxic condition built up 
by diet and faulty elimination. 

Cutting out the tonsils does not remove the 
basic cause—and can not possibly remove the 

| causes which brought about the enlargement in 

| the first place. There is a reason why tonsils be- 

| come swollen and inflamed, why they discharge, 

why they become ragged and cryptic from con- 

| tinued inflammation and infection. That reason 

| is found in the factors of living which affect the 
health of the entire body. The tonsils take the 
brunt of the attack because of their position in 
the defensive system. 

The logical treatment of tonsil trouble is a 
treatment which cleanses the bloodstream of 
accumulated waste materials. The desired result 

| will be accomplished most rapidly by placing the 
patient on a short fast. After the fasting period 
the patient must then use a more careful diet, 
omitting starches and sugars for a time. With the 
diet treatment, it is important to secure regular 
exercise, and plenty of fresh air and sleep will 
also prove valuable. The skin elimination must 
be increased by daily baths and particular atten- 
tion must be given to the colon, as constipation 
is usuall present and must be overcome. 


Tonsils become sick or enlarged because of 
faulty habits of cating, exercising and eliminat- 
ing and are returned to health when these bad 
habits are changed to better ones. Most tonsil 
troubles respond to such a change, and the tonsil 
which is merely enlarged responds the most 
rapidly of all. In a few cases, the tonsils may be

Questions And Answers 

QUESTION: Jerry J. inquires: “When you 
are drinking a liquid and you want it to leave 
the stomach immediately without being held 
back by the pylorus, should it be hot or cold? 

ANSWER: Inasmuch as the pylorus or exit 
from the stomach holds back cold liquids, only 
warm ones should be taken when it is desired 
that the fluids leave the stomach quickly. The 
liquid should be taken when the stomach is 
empty, as the presence of food seems to close the 
pylorus to some extent. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Harry T. writes: “Our dog 
as the mange. I wa8 wondering if there is any 
danger of the baby getting it. Could you tel) me 
if it affects humans? The Vet says it is follicular 
mange:” 

ANSWER: Follicular mange in dogs is due 
to the presence of a parasite, or mite. Seemingly 
the human skin is resistant to these parasites in 
| most instances, and therefore there is little 
danger of the mange being transmitted to hu- 
} mans. Even in the rare cases in which human 

beings are affected, the disease is usually mild. I 

suggest that you keep the infant away from the 

dog, not because of fear of the mange, but for 
reasons of cleanliness.

‘Steel Snares Forbidden 


Editor, Bulletin: Trappers of Al- 
berta using steel snares for the 
purpose of capturing fur-bearing 
animals in the povince are hereby 
notified of the fact that they can 
be prosecuted and fined. The no- 
tice comes from a trapper who 
himself has been the victim of a 
law he knew nothing ebout, and 
who on April 6 at Edson was fined 
to a total of $18.85 for this offence 

I am an honest trapper holding 
trapping rights 17 miles south and 
east of Niton. On my license it 
states that I have a permit to hunt, 
trap, take or kill fur-bearing ani- 
mals in season, and under the pro- 
visions of the law in that respect, 
from October 14, 1937, to April 15, 
1938. 


I think that all treppers should 
have been told that this clause was 
enacted in the new Game Act of 
1937 and came into effect on Jan- 
uary 1 last, although the minister 
is given permission under the ect 
to allow such snares in certain 
| localities if he deems fit. We were 
not warned either by notice, news- 
paper or radio, of the change and 
I feel that in my case an injustice 
has been done. The purpose of this 
letter is to see that no other trapper 
falls into the same pit. 

If we have a Social Credit gov- 
ernment in this province why not 
treat us trappers socially by warn- 
ing us of the change made since 
we took out our licenses in 1937?

Hate is the one certain disinteg- 
rator.

We all must drive out of 
ur hearts ignoble motives and 
aims, and until we do we _ shall 
never drive them out, or legislate 
them out of human relationships 
It is forgetfulness of this that pre- 
vents us from creating new worlds
